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MARKET  REVIEW 


The  strike  of  production  workers,  which  began  on  June  1,  1970  at 
the  large  cane  sugar  refinery  on  the  West  Coast,  was  settled  on  Sept.  22 
when  the  union  membership  approved  the  negotiated  wage  settlement.  The 
refinery  was  expected  to  be  back  in  full  operation  within  a  few  days. This 
development  will  ease  the  supply  situation  on  the  West  Coast  where  market- 
ings of  refined  beet  sugar  have  met  the  demand  during  the  summer  but  have 
been  hard  pressed  to  keep  abreast^ 

Sales  of  sugar  this  year  through  Sept.  19  continue  at  a  record  rate. 
According  to  preliminary  reports,  distribution  by  all  primary  distributors 
totaled  8,139,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  7,610,000  tons 
and  7,732,000  tons , respectively , during  the  comparable  periods  of  1969  and 

1968.  When  constructive  deliveries  l_/are  taken  into  account,  physical 
distribution  in  the  1970  period  totaled  8,179,000     tons  compared  with 
7,827,000     tons  7,743,000      tons,       respectively  during  the  1969  and  1968 
periods . 

Deliveries  of  sugar  in  each  month  of  1970  through  August  exceeded 
those  of  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year  and  in  January,  February 
and  June  were  the  largest  ever  recorded  for  those  months.  March  deliv- 
eries in  1970  were  the  largest  since  1941  and  April  and  May  deliveries 
the  largest  since  the  sugar  hoarding  year  1963.  July  sales  were  the 
largest  reported  for  that  month  since  1^66.  Preliminary  reports  indicate 
deliveries  in  August  1970  were  second  to  those  of  August  1968. 

Cane  sugar  refiners'  reported  distribution  of  5,432,000    tons  of  sugar 
through  Sept. 19, 1970  compared  with  5,220,000  tons  and  5,535,000  tons  during 
the  same  periods  of  1969  and  1968.     Beet  sugar         processors'  reported 
deliveries  of  2,565,000  tons  through  Sept. 19,   1970  compared  with  2,250,000 
tons  and  2,022,000  tons  during  those  periods  of  1969  and  1968. 

Regionally,  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  during  the  first 
seven  months  of  1970  were  7.8  percent  larger  than  during  those  months  of 

1969.  Increases  occurred  in  each  of  the  five  regions  —  The  North  Central 
region,  the  most  ,up  11.7  percent —  followed  by  the  West  which  was  up  8.5 
percent,  the  mid-Atlantic  region,  up  5.8  percent,  the  South,  up  5.3  per- 
cent and  the  New  England  region,  up  2.0  percent.  Deliveries  were  larger 
during  the  1970  period  in  40  states,  smaller  in  nine  and  about  the  same  in 
one .

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Deliveries  of  sugar  to  processors  of  food,  beverages  and  other 
products  in  the  first  half  of  1970  were  11.2  percent  above  those  of  the 
first  half  of  1969  while  deliveries  for  consumption  in  the  homes  and 
institutions  increased  10.1  percent.  All  of  the  six  food  processing 
groups  received  more  sugar  during  the  1970  half.  Deliveries  to  beverage 
manufacturers  were  up  the  most,  16.2  percent,  followed  by  multiple  and 
unclassified  food  uses,  up  11.7  percent,  confectionery,  up  10.9  percent, 
bakery,  cereal  and  allied  products,  up  10.3  percent,  canners,  up  5.4  per- 
cent and  ice  cream  and  dairy  products,  up  2.1  percent.  Deliveries  for  use 
in  industrial  non-food  products  increased  13.3  percent.  Three  of  the  four 
non- industrial  categories  received  more  sugar  in  the  first  half  of  1970 
than  in  this  period  of  1969.  Deliveries  to  retail  grocers  increased  the 
most,  up  17.6  percent,  followed  by  wholesalers,  up  7.5  percent  and  hotels, 
restaurants  and  institutions,  up  3.8  percent.  Deliveries  to  all  other 
non-industrial  users  were  down  8.7  percent. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages  (less  than  50  pounds) 
by  primary  distributors  during  the  first  half  of  1970  were  up  7.4  percent 
as  compared  with  the  first  half  of  1969.  Increases  occurred  in  all  of 
the  geographical  regions  ranging  from  13.1  percent  in  the  North  Central 
Region  to  3.8  percent  in  the  West.  Both  beet  and  cane  sugar  shared  in 
the  increases  with  over-all  reported  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  in  consumer- 
size  packages  up  25.6  percent  compared  with  an  increase  of  4.0  percent 
for  cane  sugar.  The  relative  proportions  of  total  consumer-size  package 
deliveries  in  the  first  half  of  1970  were  81.7  percent  cane  sugar  and 
•18.3  percent  beet  and  for  the  first  half  of  1969,  84.3  percent  cane 
sugar  and  15.7  percent  beet. 

First  half  deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane, by  primary 
distributors  during  1970  were  up  11.7  percent  as  compared  with  1969; 
deliveries  of  liquid  beet  sugar,  which  accounted  for  about  17.2  percent 
of  all  liquid  sugar  delivered  during  the  period , increased  eight  percent 
while  deliveries  of  liquid  cane  sugar  increased  12  percent. 

First  half  1970  deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar,  both  beet  and 
cane,  by  primary  distributors  were  up  13.2  percent  as  compared  with  the 
first  half  of  1969:  deliveries  of  bulk  cane  sugar,  which  accounted  for 
about  54  percent  of  all  bulk  sugar  delivered  during  the  period,  increased 
13.7  percent  while  deliveries  of  bulk      beet  sugar  increased  12.7  percent. 

Dextrose  sales  by  primary  distributors  in  the  first  half  of  1970  were 
2.1  percent  above  those  of  the  first  half  of  1969.  Sales  to  industrial 
users,  which  accounted  for  about  97  percent  of  all  dextrose  sales  reported, 
increased  2.4  percent  and  sales  to  non-industrial  users  decreased  7.0 
percent.  Four  of  the  seven  industrial  type  users  received  more  dextrose 
during  the  1970  half  as  compared  with  1969  —  three  received  less.  Those 
with  increases  were  manufacturers  of  beverages  up  20.3  percent,  ice  cream 
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and  dairy  products  up  13.0  percent,  multiple  and  unclassified  food  uses 
up  10.1  percent  and  industrial  non-food  products  up  8.8  percent.  Deliver- 
ies of  dextrose  to  canners  declined  the  most,  down  8.9  percent  followed 
by  deliveries  to  bakeries  down  2.7  percent  and  deliveries  to  confectioners 
down  1.8  percent. 

Preliminarily  reported  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all 
primary  distributors  as  of  Aug.  29,  1970  totaled  1,324,000  short  tons, raw 
value.  This  was  about  402,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  July  and 
373,000  tons  less  than  the  end  of  August  a  year  ago.  Cane  refiners' 
stocks  reported  as  693,000  tons  were  about  47,000  tons  less  than  a  month 
earlier  and  180,000  tons  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Beet  processors'  re- 
ported stocks  of  545,000  tons  were  down  297,000  tons  from  the  end  of  July 
and  doxm  123,000  tons  from  the  end  of  August  1969. 

Since  the  last  issue  of  Sugar  Reports,  three  announcements  affect- 
ing the  quoted  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis 
pack  were  noted.  In  the  Pacific  Coast  region  a  beet  sugar  processor 
announced  on  Aug.  25,  that  effective  Sept.  1,  the  quoted  wholesale  price 
for  100-pound  bags  of  refined  sugar  would  be  increased  .15  cent  per  pound 
from  11.05  cents  to  11.20  cents.  Other  interested  sellers  in  the  region 
followed  with  similar  announcements.  In  the  Gulf  region,  the  previously 
noted  increase  of  .15  cent  per  pound  — from  11.25  cents  to  11.40  cents  - 
in  the  quoted  wholesale  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  paper 
bags  did  not  go  into  effect  on  Sept.  1  as  announced.  The  reason  for  this 
was  the  fact  that  sellers  in  the  region  began  accepting  orders  for  ship- 
ment and  delivery  during  the  period  Sept.  1  through  Oct.  31,  at  prices 
in  effect  prior  to  the  announced  increase  —  11.15  cents       per  pound. 

On  Sept.  14,  in  the  Chicago-West  region,  a  beet  sugar  processor  an- 
nounced an  increase  of  .10  cent  per  pound  -  from  11.35  cents  to  11.45 
cents  -  in  the  quoted  wholesale  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100-pound 
paper  bags,  the  basis  pack.  Other  interested  sellers  followed  with  similar 
increases  but  one  extended  the  time  during  which  orders  would  be  accepted 
at  pre-advance  prices  to  Sept.  18  and  another  to  Sept.  30. 
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Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at 
wholesale  in  the  basis  pack  by  regions.  Significant  variations  of  actual 
prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain  areas  reflecting 
competitive  conditions.

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-  pound 
paper  bags  was  13.12  cents  per  pound  in  August,  up  from  13.04  cents  in 
July  and  12.52  cents  in  August  of  last  year.  For  the  period  January- 
August  1970  the  price  averaged  12.81  cents  per  pound  compared  with  12.35 
cents  during  the  first  eight  months  of  1969. 

Prospects  for  the  1970  sugarbeet  crop  improved  about  two  percent 
during  August,  according  to  the  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Based 
on  conditions  as  of  Sept.  1,  production  is  now  forecast  at  25.7  million 
tons  compared  with  25.0  million  tons  forecast  a  month  earlier.  If  the 
Sept.  1  forecast  is  realized,  the  1970  crop     in  terms    of  sugarbeet 

tonnage  would  be  about  8  percent  less  than  the  record  1969  crop  and 
about  one  percent  more  than  the  1968  crop.  Yield  prospects  improved  in 
California,  Michigan,  Minnesota  and  Wyoming. 

Prospects  for  mainland  sugarcane  production  for  sugar  and  seed  im- 
proved slightly  during  August,  with  improved  indicated      yields  in 
Louisiana  more  than  offsetting  a  decline  in  Florida.     If  the    Sept.  1 
forecast  is  realized,  mainland  sugarcane  production  would  total  about 
13,835,000  tons,  or  about  19  percent  more  than  from  the  1969  crop. 

The  price  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York  as 
quoted  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  fluctuated  between 
8.18  cents  and  8.20  cents  per  pound  during  August  and  averaged  8.19 
cents.  This  was  up  from  8.16  cents  in  July  and  7.75  cents  during 
August  a  year  ago.  The  quotation  began  September  on  a  strong  note  at 
8.20  cents  per  pound  but  on  Sept.  9  weakened  to  8.18  cents  and  on  Sept. 
10  to  8.14  cents.  The  quotation  was  8-.14  cents  per  pound  on  Sept.  29 
and  during  the  period  Sept.  1-29  averaged  8*16  cents  per  pound  compared 
with  7.83    cents  during  the  same  period  last  year. 
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Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  Sept.  5,  1970  totaled 
902,774  tons  96°  basis  compared  with  840,431  through  Sept.  6,  1969.  The 
1969  figures  were  still  showing  the  effects  of  a  work  stoppage  during 
February  and  March.     Production  through  Sept. 7,1968  totaled  946,013  tons. 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  sugar,  bagged  and  stowed  at  Greater 
Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil  (No.  8  Contract )averaged  3.89  cents  per 
pound  during  August,  up  from  3.86  cents  during  July  and  3.18  cents  during 
August  of  last  year. The  quotation  has  strengthened  as  the  year  progressed, 
starting  1970  at  2.85  cents  and  reaching  4.02  cents  per  pound  on  Sept. 11. 
The  spot  quotation  for  the  No.  11  Contract (stowed  bulk  basis)  which  re- 
places the  No.  8  Contract,  now  in  process  of  liquidation,  averaged  3.83 
cents  per  pound  during  August  compared  with  3.80  cents  during  July.  The 
differences  in  the  quotations,  which  primarily  reflect  the  costs  of  bags 
and  bagging,  averaged  .10  cent  in  May,  .08  cent  in  June,  .06  cent  in  July 
and  .06  cent  in  August.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and 
Sugar  Exchange  recently  passed  a  resolution  which  will  result  in  the 
phasing  out  of  the  No.  8  Contract  (bagged)  in  favor  of  the  No . 11  Contract 
(bulk).  After  Aug.  24  trading  in  the  No.  8  Contract  will  continue  on  a 
normal  basis  for  the  remaining  months  of  the  current  year,  while  for  1971 
delivery  months  only  liquidation  orders  will  be  traded. 
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BACKGROUND  DATA  ON  1971  SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS 


Following  is  an  outline  of  the  basic  considerations  which  the  Secretary- 
uses  in  arriving  at  an  initial  determination  of  sugar  requirements  for 
1971  and  the  pertinent  statistical  series  which  are  customarily  published 
in  the  September  issue  of  Sugar  Reports. 

Section  201  of  the  Sugar  Act  places  upon    the    Secretary  of  Agriculture 
a  responsibility  which  may  be  outlined  as  follows: 

THE  To  determine  during  the  last  three  months  of  1970 

PROBLEM  the  quantity  of  sugar  needed  in  1971  to  meet  the  re- 

quirements of  consumers  in  the  continental  United 
States . 


THE  To  provide  a  supply  of  sugar  that  will  be  consumed 

OBJECTIVE  at  prices  which  will  not  be  excessive  to  consumers 

and  which  will  fairly  and  equitably  maintain  and  pro- 
tect the  welfare  of  the  domestic  sugar  industry.

MUST: 


Use  as  a  basis : 

the  quantity  of  direct-consumption  sugar  distrib- 
uted during  the  12-month  period  ending  September 
30 .  1970.

changes  in  population; 

changes  in  other  demand  conditions. 
Take  into  consideration: 

the  above  basis  and  allowances ; 

the  level  and  trend  of  consumer  purchasing 
power;  and  also  consider 

the  relationship  between  raw  sugar  prices  which 
would  result  from  such  determination  and  the 

parity  index  (prices  paid  by  farmers)  as  com- 
pared with  the  relationship  between  raw  sugar 
prices  and  the  parity  index  during  1957-59.

August  28,  Announced      removal    of  marketing  allotments 

1970  applicable  to  sugarbeet  processors  for  calendar 

year  1970.  This  action  is  intended  to  relax 
restrictions  on  the  movement  of  refined  sugar 
during  the  remainder  of  the  summer  -  a  period 
of  traditional  heavy  usage.  (See  Sept.  11,1970 
Federal  Register) . 

Announced  that  proportionate  shares  (farm 
acreage  allotments)  will  not  be  established  for 
the  1971  crop  of  sugarbeets. 

The  1967  thru  1969  crops  were  unrestricted. 
Proportionate  shares  were  established  for  the 
1970  crop,  initially  at  1,450,000  acres,  and 
later  increased  to  1,550,000  acres.  Restric- 
tions were  removed  altogether  in  April  because 
of  lower  than  anticipated  sugar  recovery  from  the 

1969  crop  and  indications  that  total  plantings 
would  be  less  than  the  acreage  allotted    for  the 

1970  crop.  (See  September  10,  1970  Federal 
Register) . 

September  18,  Announced  its  determination    of    fair  and  reason- 

1970  able  prices  for  the  1970  crop  of  Louisiana  sugar- 

cane. The  determination  continues  the  sharing 
relationship  and. other  provisions  of  the  1969-crop 
determination . 

The  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  requires 
producers  who  also  process  sugarcane  grown  by 
other  producers  to  pay  prices  determined  by  the 
Secretary  to  be  fair  and  reasonable  as  a 
condition  for  eligibility  for  payment  under  the  Act.

1.  August  1970  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption 
1,098,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  about  86,000  tons 
from  July  1970  and  up_  51,000  tons  from  August.  1969.  January-  August 
1970  deliveries,  7,479,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up_ 
about  517,000  tons  from  January-August  1969.  Final  data  for  July  1970 
deliveries  1,012,000  short  tons,  raw  value  -  previously  published 
preliminary  as  1,038,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  August  29,  1970  were  1,324,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  down  373,000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and 
down  402,000  tons  from  end  July  1970.  During  August  refiners'  stocks 
decreased  by  47,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  by 
297,000  tons,  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  decreased  by  55,000 
tons  and  importers  of  direct-consumption  sugar  stocks  decreased  about 
3,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  1970  quotas  through  August  31,  1970  were  7,799,427 
short  tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  3,800,573  tons  to  be 
supplied  within  the  11,600,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,     January- July    deliveries,     1970    as  compared  to  1969  were 
up  in  all  of  the  five  regions.     The  increases    were  —  North  Central  11.7 
percent,    West  -  8.5    percent,  mid-Atlantic  5.8  percent,  South  5.3  percent, 
and  New  England  2.0  percent. 

5.  Second  quarter  1970  sugar  deliveries  were  larger  to  five  of  the 
seven  industrial  user  groups  than  for  the  same  1969  quarter,  and  were 
larger  to  all  of  the  four  non- industrial  user  groups.  To  industrial 
buyers  the  national  increase  was  4.3  percent  while  deliveries  to  non- 
industrial  users  increased  10.7  percent.
